* HEBREW FOR ALL” 
J.E.C.’s New Correspondence 


Course 


Dr. Nathan Morris, Education Director of the 
Joint Emergency Committee, has issued a statement 
on the new “Hebrew for all” correspondence course 
which the Committee is undertaking. In the course 
of the statement he says. 


The new Hebrew soreneasents course boldly 
places in front of it the full-blooded aim of givi 

ping him to a y capacity for the 
independent study of those sources. This was the 
distinctive aim of Jewish educational philosophy 
throughout the ages. It isi red by the conviction 
that no period is more valua than youth for such 
higher studies as religion, history, or literature, and 
is therefore designed to .r- chiefly, though not 
exclusively, to youth. t mught be confidently 
expected many adults will be glad of the oppor- 
tunity to refresh their Hebrew knowledge by means 

such a course. Its guiding principle is the idea 
of the continuity of Hebrew as the vehicle for the 
expression of the spirit of Judaism from the Bibic 
through the later periods, down to the modern 
creative period of Hebrew culture in Palestine. The 
lessons will therefore strive to cxpress a synthesis of 
the past and the present, all being grounded firmly 
in the Bible but paying also full regard to later and 
modern Hebrew. 

The course will be arranged in two : advanced 
and elementary, cach spread over four years, with 
18-20 lessons every year. The advanced course will 
give a comprehensive introduction to Hebrew litera- 
ture, from sacréd to modern : the clementary course 
is designed to meet the needs of large numbers of 
youth who, for no fault of their own, have failed 
altogether to acquire the rudiments of Hebrew : 
it will therefore begin at the very beginning. 


The Two Courses 


The advanced.course has been entrusted to Dr. 
M. Friedlander, the Director of Education for the 
Glasgow Jewish Education Board, a teacher of 
proved ability and extensive experience. The 
elementary gourse will be in the hands of Mr. 
Harold Levy, a capable Hebraist of the younger 
generation, whom I have the privilege of counting 
amongst the best pupils of my teaching career - The 
general editorship of both courses will be my own 
responsibility 

For the present we aim to reach 1,000 students, 
including both clementary and advanced. KH is 
hardly necessary to dwell on the complexity and 
magnitude of such an educational enterprise. K is 
the first experiment of a Hebrew correspondence 
course on such a large and far-reaching scale, and 
to attempt it but for

in secondary schools where it has already formed over 
60 study groups, spread all over the country. The 
organisation of the course will be based on that of 
the Youth Department and the responsibility for 
the organisation has been undertaken by the Rev. 
J.. Halpern, the Head of the Department. 

A word must be said about finance. The cost of 
the scheme, spread over four years, is calculated to 
amount to no less than £5,000. This is a large sum 
which the J.E.C. in present circumstances. cannot 
lightly face. But the need for this new venture and 
its promising possibilities amount to a demand 
which the central educational organisation of the 
community cannot fail to accept. Perhaps « is not 
too much to expect that some enlightened Jews with 
an intelligent understanding of the meaning and 
function of Jewish education in this historic hour 
will take this new educational enterprise under 
their wings and so place within the reach of the 
ounger generation the possibility of a fuller Jewish 
life and a more active andfruitful share in the immense 
task of securing the future of Judaism in a harsh and 
uncertain world.

I learn (cables our Jerusalem correspondent) that 
the Vaad Leumi Executive decided at a meeting on 
Tuesday in Jerusalem to initiate efforts to secure 
British Jewry's co-operation at the World Jewish 
Congress Assembly which is scheduled to be held 
in the United States in May.

the maximum for the good of the country and of its 
inhabitants was an essential prerequisite for a large 
emigration, and this right to do so with their own 
forces and with their own means involved obviously 
certain sovercign rights in the country. In that wa 
they came logically to the conception of a Jews 
State. which must give them the right to develop 
the country to its fullest cxtent, Otherwise, it was 
not worth having 

If a State served the purpose of the majority of 
the inhabitants m order to achieve the one great 
objective, namely, the improvement of the standard 
of life of the people, then the State had a right 
to exist, and that was the only criterion by whic 
Siate and its right to exist, and its stability and 
valuc, would be measured 25 or 30 vears hence. 
He hoped that all the States in the Middle East would 
answer thes criterion. 

They asked for the State because they believed 
that thropgh the State they would be able to do 
the maximum good to the maximum of the people. 
In the future Jewish Siate, all the inhabitants, with- 
out distiction of class, face, or religion, would 
enjoy equal rights. Now, that again distinguished 
somewhat the State they had in mind from the States 
which had been created. Unfortunately, Arab 
nationalism had hitherto proved negative and exciu- 
sive, They did not consider minorities as groups 
which had to be integrated into the general system 
of the State. It was a commonplace, but it was 
worth while repeating, that Palestine was the only 
country m the Middic East where the standard of 
life of the Arabs had gone up for the last 20 years 
by leaps and bounds. 


Justification For Demands 


Their ‘past work, their. contribution to the was

These were sums 
well within the means of the Jewries of the free 
world. They had to find a solution for post-war 
Jewish mmigration problems. 

In the course of a discussion on the “ Zionist 
Review “ and publicity and propaganda, arising 
out of a resolution concerning that magazine sub- 
mitted by the Executive Council, Professor S. 
Rrodetsky said that their membership should be 
increased from 20,600 to 50,000 in the coming year.

British Government the grave concern of the mem- 
bership regarding the consequences of the British 
White Paper on Palestine and calling for the prompt 
abrogation of a policy so alien to the spirit of the 
Four Freedoms and the war and peace aims of the 
United Nations. and destructive of the fundamental 
rights of the Jewish peoples embodied in inter- 
nationally recognised pledges and covenants. 

A resolution dealing with the U.P.A. campaign 
calls upon the Jews of the United States “* to con- 
tinue to expand their assistance for building up the 
Jewish Homeland so that many hundreds of thow- 
sands of homeless Jews may look with hope to 
redemption in Eretz Yisrael, and that the decisive 
role which Palestme-is playing in the war may be 
exceeded by its historic contribution, with the help 
of the United Palestine Appeal, to the solution of 
the problem of Jewish misery and wandering in 
many European lands when this war is won. 

Mr. Charles J. Rosenbloom, National Treasurer 
of the U-P.A., revealed that during 1943 $14,738,028 
was spent in Palestine by the Palestine Foundation 
Fund and the Jewish National Fund, which received 
financial help from American Jews through the 
U.P.A. The report also spoke of the 28.000 Pales- 
timan Jews who have enlisted in the British Arm 
and 1,000 in the Royal Navy, in addition to 5.900 
in the supernumerary and 16,000 Jewish 
special police regarded as an integral part of the 
home miliary force. The Jews have established 
289 settlements in Palestine, with 16 more under 
construction. The last three months had witnessed 
the entry of 3.200 Jews into Palestine, and 3,500 
were now on the way, to arrive during February. 
Fifty thousand Jews had entered Palestine since the 
outbreak of war, making the total of Jewish popu- 
lation approximately 600,000 


Welcome For War Refugee Board 


Dr. Goldstein, Président of the Z.0.A.. hailed with 
pleasure the appointment of the War Refugees Board 
and expressed the hope of American Jews that “ It 
will be given peace and power to put into force 
a truly effective programme on an international 
scale for the rescue of persecuted minority peoples.”

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“SAVE EUROPE’S JEWS” 
U.S.A. Refugee Board’s Call 


The United States War Refugee Board, composed 
of the Secretary of State, Mr. Cordell Hull; the 
Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Henry Morgenthau ; 
and the Secretary of War, Mr. Henry L. Stimson, 
announced on Friday last that it had called upon 
all American diplomatic rs to try at once to 
save Europe's Jews from Nazi terrorism and death, 
states the United States Office of War Information. 

The Board added that other Governments would 
be asked to co-operate in the programme recently 
outlined by President Roosevelt. It also said that 
American Diplomatic and Consular Officers were 
directed to report on conditions regarding permission 
granted to war refugees to enter each country, the 
encouragement agd co-operation given to such 
entry, and the extent to which cach country does not 
oo-operate in permitting entry. Where refugees are 
refused entry at frontiers, the facts and reasons for 
such actions have been requested 

Recommendations as to possible lines of action 
have been asked for, with notes on special obstacles 
which may handicap rescue operations and methods 
of overcoming these obstacles. 

Preskient Roosevelt said, in setting up the Board, 
that it was the Government's policy “ to take all 
measures within its power to rescue the victims of 
enemy oppression who are in imminent danger of 
death and otherwise to afford such victims all 
possible relief and assistance consisient with the 
successful prosecution of the war.” 

The Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid Society 
(Hias) has given $100,000 to the War Refugee Board 
as a contribution to the Board's funds. 


Fullest use of Palestine’s Possibilities Urged 


World Jewry and the Yishuv warmly appreciate 
President Roosevelt's initiative in appointing this 
special committee, one of the chief tasks of which 
will be to prevent the further extermination of 
Jews. Mr. Isaac Ben-Zvi, President of the Vaad 
Leumi (National Council of Palestine Jewry), 
dectaréd addressing a press conference in Jerusalem. 

Mr. Ben-Zvi pomted out that the setting up ol 
the Board would prove a most practical and impor- 
tant step if the Board, instead of starting fresh 
investigations, immediately began the actual work 
of rescue. There were three possibilities of allevia- 
ting the plight of the Jews in Europe, Mr. Ben-Zvi 
said: by sending food, as was done in the case of 
Greece; by approaching neutral Powers to ensue 
that no obstacles should be placed in the way ol 
Jews escaping from Axis territory and that transit 
through neutral countries be granted to them; and 
that neutral countries be persuaded to give asylum 
to refugees. 

In addition, he added, special action should be 
undertaken to ensure that full use be made of the 
possibilities existing in Palestine for the absorption 
of refugees. These proposals; Mr. Ben-Zvi stated, 
were contained in the telegraphic appeal sent by 
the Executive of the Vaad Leumi to the Govern- 
ments of Great Britam, the United States ol 
America, and the Soviet Union.

Government’s Grim Story 


An account of the systematic liquidation of the 
ttoes established in Poland in November, 1942, 
the Germans, has been received by the Polish 

Government. Events which occurred in the months 
ma aca September, and October, 1943, are dealt 


_ According to this account the following ghettoes 
in the Cracow district were liquidated last September : 
Tarnow, in which there were 7,000 Jews : Bochnia. 
with 5,000 Jews, and Rzeszow, where there were 
3,000 Jews. 

Some of these Jews were killed on the spot, the 
remainder were deported to the death camps at 
Beizec and Oswiecim. in Tarnow, the Jews put up 
armed resistance against the efforts to deport them. 

The floors of the trucks into which the deportees 
wete fo were covered with chalk and chioride 
(chloride of lime). Before they left, the Jews were 
subjected to the most brutal ill-treatment. 

At Przemysi, 3,000 Jews left in the ghetio were 
deakt with. More than 500 were shot on the spot, 
the rest being deported. 

The Wilno ghetto was finally tiquidated as was 
the Bialystok ghetto, where there had been 30,000 
Jews only the previous month. 

Most of the 250 Jews ‘working in a sawmill in 
Siry) were killed when they forcibly resisted deporta- 

The aged and the children of Trawniki were de- 
ported to the death camp at Sobibor. Those who 
remained were robbed of all they possessed by the 
Germans. 

Kicice ghetto and the Jewish labour camps ai 
Hrubieszow have been completely liquidated. 

At the end of October last it was known that some 
ghettoes and Jewish labour camps still existed. 

In Lwow, barely 3,000 Jews remained. They were 
herded in Janowska St. and worked on the railway 
sidings and in German factories. 

The Boryslaw refineries gave employment to about 
1,200 Jews, while in the Kielce district there were 
three Jewish labour camps in which there were 1,600 
a These were employed in a factory in 

iaski. 

A labour camp on the outskirts of Cracow held 
2,000 Jews, the remnants of the city’s Jewish com- 
munity, and other camps at Skarzysko-Kamicnna, 
Strachowice, and Swiety Krzyz held 6,000, 5,000, 
and 1,000 Jews respectively. These last were em 
ployed in the local quarries. There was also a camp 
at Poniatowa, where living and working conditions 
had gravely deteriorated. 


Terrible Fate of Silesian Jews 


A horrible fate overtook the Jews of Silesia. The 
community of Sosnowiec was notified by the German 
authorities that an exchange ‘scheme had been 
arranged under which a transport of Jews would 
leave for Chile. Very iarge numbers of Jews paid 
considerable sums of money for inclusion in the 
transport. hey were taken as far as the Swiss 
border, where they weré allowed to write to their 
relatives. After the letters, in which the Jews ex- 
pressed their Sroat ey at the unexpected change in 
their fortunes, ha mn dispatched, all the Jews 
were killed. No trace of them was tefl 

The Germans next announced a second transport 
with specially reserved seats fo® the leaders of the 
Jewish community. This transport went straight to 
Oswiecim. Thus, by eliminating the influential 
elements and the intelligentsja, the Germans eflective- 
ly prevented the organtsdtion of. resistance inside the 
ghetto. Later, the Nazis boasted of their perfidy, 
claiming it as an example of their intelligence. 

Ihe liquidation of the ghettoes of Sosnowice, 
Dabrowa, Gornicza, and Bendzin ftolttowed The 
ghettoes were first surrounded by police on the night of 
August | last and lit up by searchhghts. Germans then 
advanced into the ghettoes, firing at all who attempted 
flight. Infants were thrust mito sacks, and older chil- 
dren brutally hurled into lorries. Frantic efforts to 
hide proved unavailing. All the Jews were transported 
by road afd rail to Oswiecim. Many were suffocated 
en route. Others. were shot by the Germans or 
committed suicide by throwing themselves out of 
the moving trucks. The ghetioes 
liquidated by August 4. 

Charznow ghetto was wiped out on August 19. 
The 5,000 Jews left in the town were taken to Os- 
wiecim, and were forced to leave all their belongings 
behind. This community was reputed to be wealthy 
and after the departure of the Jews the Germans 
looted their houses. In o to ensure that only 
Germans should get the spoils, an order-was issucd 
threatening that all non-Germans, whether Jewish 
or not, found in Jewish houses, would be shot. 

The mortality rate among the Jews in the Silesian 
labour camps is dreadfully high. Funerals of Jews 
who die take place between 10 p.m. and 11 p.m. 
The bodies are taken to the place of burial in coffins 
but only the bodies are laid in the ground. The coffins 
are taken away to serve for other victims. 

Cremation of Jewish bodies in Oswiecim is con- 
tinuous. A pall of smoke covers the district. The 
stench is horrible and seriously affects the health of 
the people in the locality.

IN a speech at a recent Zionist gathering, Dr. Weizmann, 
making perhaps the only pronouncement to strike his 
listeners as indicating something like progress in the 
political sphere of Zionism, declared that he believed the 
White Paper would not survive the war. He was careful, 
however, to hedge this remark around with very strong 
reservations. It was not, be said, based upon any special 
information. It was simply what the Americans called a 
“hunch”: and he carefully added that he had no official 
knowledge, it was just a sort of guess. While we all would 
be only too giad to believe that Dr. Weizmann’s “ hunch,” 
as he called it, was based on something more solid, it would 
be mischievous and misleading to permit ourselves such 
wishful thinking. There is indeed a real danger that care- 
less or undisciplined minds may be tempted to infer that 
Dr. Weizmann’s declaration must have been based on his 
unique knowledge of the situation, derived in particular 
from his varied and important official contacts, and to con- 
clude that these, rather than any exceptional talent for 
prophecy, gave rise to his belief. Others may see in Dr. 
Weizmann's “ guess” a retort to the current efforts of 
the enemies of Zionism to create, by misleading reports 
about Arab conferences “ representing 30 million Arabs,” 
an impression, wholly illusory, of Arab power and strength 
and Afab implacable resistance to the Jewish national 
restoration. In any case, and devoutly as we all wish that the 
Zionist leader's hunch may prove true, it would be difficult 
too strongly to urge the patent unwisdom of pinning present 
Jewish hopes to a timely reversal of the policy of Arab 
appeasement 
At the same gathering there was given very satisfactory 
news concerning the progress which had been made for 
merging the two principal Zionist Appeals, for the National 
Fund and for the Keren Hayesod, into one United Pales- 
tine Appeal in this country, and generally for forming one 
single appeal sysiem here for the various organisations 
within the movement. Such a step has been consistently 
urged im these columns. 
reasons both of economy and efficiency, and in every 
respect it must be welcomed. Most important of all, it 
makes much easier that long overdue reform in Zionist 
organisation, the separation of the fund-raising machinery 
and personnel from the truly political work of Zionism. 
lt now only needs a little energy and courage to overcome 
certain remaining strongholds of resistance to this reform in 
the shape of lazy inertia aad vested interests. But now 
that this step of co-operation inside the Zionist -organisa- 
tion has been achieved does it not suggest, in the light of 
the critical times for Zionism which are approaching, 
another step; a big step forward in thé same direction of 
imcreasing Zionist power by climinating the waste of 
unnecessary friction? Does it not sugfest the orientation 
of Zionism's policy inside Jewry so as, without in any way 
adulterating the purity of its own doctrine, to make use— 
, instead of enemies—of the many groups and sections in 
Jewry whose outlook would enable them quite honestly 
and conscientiously to march parallel with immediate Zionist 
endeavours, and lend their valuable weight to the achieve- 
ment of at least immediate Zionist objectives? There is 
an example of the opportunity for implementing such a 
policy here in this country. Whatever suspicion on Zionist 
grounds may attach to this ane or that one member of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association—for which, and in pursuance 
of certain contemptible “ parish “ politics, that body's col- 
laboration with the Deputies in foreign affairs was 
summarily terminated—yet in its President's recent official 
statement concerning Palestine, the White Paper was 
denounced and the maximum possible Jewish immigration 
into tRat country was publicly advocated. Is there not 
sufficient in that programme te justify an important 
measure of “unity in action ™ between the Association 
and Zionists? It is tragic for Zionism that such oppor- 
tunities should be sacrificed to the petty ambitions and 
ridiculous conceits which combine to make up that most 
intransigent of absurdities known as the “ Chevra spirit.” 
Take, again, the American Jewish Committee, too often 
written off by Zionists as enemies of our cause. This 
Committee has this week adopted a programme which 


included such items of policy as the safeguarding and 


development of Palestine as a cenire of the economic, 
cultural, and religious life of Jews who desire to live 


there; the abolition of the White Paper; the safeguarding

As for The Jewish Chronicle, which, despite its many 
years of unwavering “support of Zionism, is facetiously 
described in certain parochial Zionist quarters as anti- 
Zionist, its Zionism has been and remains clear and per- 
fectly simple: a Hebrew-speaking Jewish majority within 
the boundaries of classical Palestine, leading inevitably to 


some form of Jewish State. This, indeed, ts not a matter 


which can be argued, in our view. This Jewish right to Pales- 
tine is a sacred endowment which it is impossible for the 
Jewish people, let alone any section of the Jewish people, 
still less any group of Jewish leaders, to destroy or alienate, 
to bargain away or compromise, to enlarge or diminish. Our 
charter in witness thereof is as old and as eternal as the 
Torah, and seeing that copies of it by the millions have 
been circulated for centuries throughout the world and 
have been translated into every written language, it can 
scarcely be alleged that our inheritance is not widely, 
however in certain quarters unwillingly, known. Now it 
happens that certain Jewish “ Jonahs “ took an agnostical 
or even disapproving attitude to this fact, according as they 
‘were non-Zionist or anti-Zionist, and, as it were, sought 
valiantly to take ship for Tarshish. But after the lessons 
of shipwreck on the scale of the recent history of Jewry 
they now philosophically accept the events and recognise that 
Palestine alone can receive the inevitable flood of homeless 
Jews. And so they call for the fullest immigration of Jews 
into Palestine up to.the country’s economic absorptive 
capacity, and all the other things referred to above. 

There is plainly, im all this, material not for futile 
antagonism and noisy campaigning, but for very mutual 
fruitful collaboration, without loss of Zionist identity and 
self-respect, and certainly without violation of principles, 
and if the Zionist leadership had been more statesmanlike 
it would have sought in practice the highest common 
denomimator of support among the various bodies, whether 
avowedly Zionist or not, and have contrived that this 
should be presented to the Allies. as a united demand of 
the Jewish people. This course, unhappily, has not been 
pursued, partly because many Zionists, not realising that 
Jewish title-deeds to Palestine are unalterable and inalien- 
able, feared “ adulteration,” and partly because the mixed 
Jewish Agency mistakenly designed to create a kind of new 
chemical compound instead of a collaboration between 
independents, tailed in point of fact, and thereby discouraged 
further efforts at working together where possible. But it is 
not too jate, in the light of the evolution of Jewish opinion 
reflected in the matters quoted above, to stress the very con- 
siderable approximation of vieW already reached, and to 
cease to see total enemies where they do not exist. It is time 
for Zionism to free itself from elements beset with an 
inferiority complex which drives them into ever more 
fantastic quarrels and sends them fatuously chasing the 
mirage of a totalitarian control secured by a following of

HEBREW FOR ALL 

At a moment when so much of the energy of the Community 
is running to waste in sterile contraversy needlessly provoked, 
a very warm and hearty welcome is due to the scheme for 
making the Hebrew language and the treasures of Hebrew 
literature once more a living force in Jewish life. As already 
announced, the plan takes the form of a complete Hebrew 
correspondence course in some 70 lessons furnishing tuition 
in elementary and advanced Hebrew, and represents, as some 
further particulars supplied this week prove, the first experi- 
ment of a Hebrew correspondence course ever undertaken on 
the scale envisaged. The promoters aim, for the present, at 
a total of 1,000 student beneficiaries. The course will be in 
two parts, Advanced and Elementary, each spread over four 
vears, the former giving a comprehensive introduction to 
Hebrew literature, sacred and modern, and the latter designed 
to meet the needs of large numbers including the young who, 
from no fault of their own, are without the rudiments of ihe 
sacred tongue. The whole organisation, under the mvaluable 
direction of Dr. Nathan Morris, will be based on the Youth 
Department of the Joint Emergency Committee for Jewish 
Education, which, with praiseworthy zeal, has initiated the 
movement. This magnificent undertaking is in essential 
character an important factor in the great and vital movement 
of Hebrew revival, in which several other constructive efforts 
are being made, including those of such organisations as Tarbut, 
in which Dr. Simon Rawidowicz has borne so strenuous a 
part. The underlying purpose of the correspondence course 
is proclaimed as to give the student access to original Jewish 
sources. Hebrew, it is truly said, is the only key which 
can open the Jewish prison in which so many hopes languish 
and ideals fail. If such efforts succeed the Jewish spirit will 
be freed and assert itself not only in our religion but in our 
understanding of the true place which the Jewish people and 
its teachings should occupy in the world of thought and con- 
duct. Viewed in that way, the proposal is a splendid and 
heartening one. The cost, compared with the achievement 
anticipated, is small indeed, £5,000 over a period of four years. 
Are there not some practical idealists among us, are there not 
‘one or two men blessed with the intelligence to grasp the signifi- 
cance of this work and with the material wherewithal to meet 
its requirements, as well as the understanding to recognise the 
tremendous bonour which such a Mitzvah as the expenditure 
of this relatively small sum will bestow? The Jew who has 
shaken off the ignominy of Galut mentality sees unerringly that 
no honour from any worldly source can compare with that 
bestowed by a great and wise act of devotion to his own 
truly a sanctification of the Name. ; 


COMMUNITY FEVER 


SPEAKING to the United Hebrew Congregation, Leeds, Mr. 
D. L. Sandelson, the President, denounced as both false and 
reckless the accusation sedulously fostered that the leaders of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association were proponents of a policy of 
anti-Zionism. This denunciation is, of course, just the plain 
and palpable truth, as has again and again been demonstrated 
in these columns without eliciting anything more than a 
barrage of abuse and attacks from those more interested 
in the success of certain Zionists than in that of Zionism. 
The speaker cited one sim but decisive fact in his 
support. The leaders of t A.J.A,, he reminded the 
Caucus, stood unequivocally for the abrogation of the White 
Paper, for the opening of Palestine for the fullest Jewish immi- 
gration and the development by Jews of its economic resources 
under conditions which would permit them to build up the 
national home. Can this public avowal be seriously reconciled by 
any honest and sensible man with an outright policy of anti- 
Zionism? Or is not the charge rather to be explained by the 
absurd and untenable belief that anyone who opposes the devious 
“Balkan” politics of a certain Zionist faction and who dares to 
suggest that they are doing Zionism a disservice, thereby forfeits 
his claim‘to be a Zionist at all. If anything, the reverse of this 
Proposition is correct, for, as Mr. Sandelson contends, but for 
this game of “ power politics” there would have been a 
united Anglo-Jewry behind the Association's Palestine policy, 
seeing that it goes quite a distance along the lines of official 
Zionist demands. The Community, as Mr. Sandelson adds. is 
suffering from too much politics and emotionalism. “ All 
sorts of groups have grown up, warring in mutual opposition.” 
and “ Anglo-Jewry to-day seems to set too much store on 
superficial activity instead of positive achievement.” Mr. 
Sandelson holds that the preoccupation of the average Jewish 
citizen with his personal affairs prevents him from studying Jewish 
affairs with sufficient interest to see through the hollowness and 
sham of a great deal of these activities. This is a painful truth 
which possibly may be changed after the war when a less hectic 
and unstable atmosphere returns. 


THESE, OUR YOUTH 


IN great political movements, even though they concern the 
future of masses of mankind, the progress of particular smal! 
sections have often a significance quite disproportionate to their 
size, and an equally disproportionate bearing on the fate of 
the movement as a whole. This ma? very well be the case 
with that small group of religious Zionist pioneers who are 
generally referred to as “ Bachad”™ and whose fifth annual 
assembly, or Pegishah, is beginning to-day at Bromsgrove. To 
ther ranks they have attracted numbers of young Jews and 
Jewesses who, while deeply concerned with the national destiny 
of Israel in the land of our fathers, are equally aware that a 
Jewish national revival in Eretz without Judaism, without a 
revival of the Jewish way of life in the fullest sense of the phrase. 
would be worse than a mockery, a blasphemy. These young 
pioneers, with characteristically keen Jewish intelligence. are 
neither content to go straying after the stupid idols of alien 
political ideologies, nor are they satisfied with a Judaism which 
is NO more living than the bones in Ezekiel’s valley. Thus 
they have found not only spiritual strength and happiness. 
but the self-reliance which is the hall-mark of the whole man. 
They accept their corporate responsibilities, facing up to burdens 
which would frighten a group less inspired. This year they are 
pluckily undertaking the purchase of their own farm—as distinct 
trom those which they have previously rented for their pioneer 
training—so that they can have the symbol and the substance 
of permanence, and enjoy the freedom of development of owner- 
ship. The farm will be a little sanctuary for the spirit of Torah 
Va Avodah in which the Bachad movement works. This year’s 
Pegishah should be an assembly of young people very proud. 
if even moie than usually resolute, in face of their achievements 
and of their growing responsibility. All who know the impossi- 
bility of equating the destiny of Israel with the sum of its 
material factors, will call for a blessing on the work of Bachad. 
and will look with very great if humble pride on these our youth. 


THE CRUCIFIXION STORY 


IN a review, in the British Weexkiy, of a book by Dr. 


Frederick C. Grant called “The Earliest Gospel,” Professor 
J. Alexander Findlay mentions that the author has some strong 
things to say on the popular view that the Jews were guilty 
of the murder of the founder of Christianity. “Of course.” 
he quotes him as saying, “ the Jews did not crucify Jesus—that 
was no Jewish mode of capital punishment!” In fact. he 
points out, the crucifixion was carried out “by a weak and 
vacillating Roman Governor, alarmed over his threatened 
authority, cowed by a mob, egged on by a handful of: 
Sadducean quislings . . . and concerned for his official record 
ivy Rome.” | 
_“ The whole of the teaching of Jesus (Dr. Grant con- 
linues) . . . presupposes a background of intense. informed. 
earnest, and consecrated Judaism. First-century 
Judaism, far from being a religion moribund or bankrupt, 
was the purest religion the world had ever known, and 
Christianity would have been impossible without it.” 
Upon this the reviewer's comment is that while not everyone 
will agree with these assertions, his own conviction is “ that 
Dr. Grant is far more right than wrong “—as, indeed, every 
student of the subject knows. In courageously asserting as 
much, Professor Findlay at least provides one answer to the 
Governor's question, “ what is truth?” and with Dr. Grant 
earns the gratitude of Jews and of all seekers after that 
not-so-elusive quality. Professor Findlay adds that “ the 
greatest scandal in the history of the Church has been its 
attitude to Judaism.” The Gospels themselves, he says, reflect 
the early frictions which by and by hardened into what Dr. 
Grant denounces as “the -hideous monster of anti-Semitism. 
In these last words is to be found the ghastly result of the 
old legend, It abides to this day, and the Christian Churches, 
not lacking in searching self-questioning, cannot but ask them- 
selves also whether all that is possible is being done to teach the 
facts and help rid the world of this “ monster.” which is one 
of the greatesi menaces to Christianity itself.

emotionalism had been introduced into the public 
life of Anglo-Jewry instead of recognising that the 
only weapon is that of moral suasion for which 
compicte unity of forces is a prerequisite. All sorts 
of groups had grown up, working in mutual opposi- 
tion that would, in the end, result in mutual can- 
cellation of all efforts. Anglo-Jewry to-day seemed 
to set too much store on superficial activity instead 
of positive achievement. While consulting an 
eminent non-Jew in Yorkshire whom he had invited 
to take a lead in the formation of the “ Council of 
Christians and Jews,” said Mr. Sandelson, he had 
stressed the helpicssness of the Jew the world over. 
“ That is surprising,’ was the reply. “I thought 
you Jews were very highly and efficiently organised 
through your World Jewish Congress!" This 
homdsil, beitewed that the World Jewish 
ongress could press some secret button and sixteen 
million Jews would, in a flash, act in ‘unison. 


Pretentious Organisations — 


" Why,” asked the speaker, “ must Jews be so 


foolish as to suffer loud and pretentious organisa-

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


TRIUMPH 


HEN we go to Synagogue this week, we are 
present at a victory celebration. Every year, 
the part of the Bible called “ the Shira ” is 

read in the Synagogue, and the Sabbath on which 
this oomes takes place is called “ Shabbat Shira,” 
the Sabbath of the Song. The song, composed by 
Moses, sung by the children of Israel at the Red Sea, 
celebrates the triumph of God: “ 1 will.sing unto 
the Lord, for He is highly exalted; the horse and 
his rider hath He thrown into the sea.” (Ex. xv,1.) 
But it would be entirely out of place to define the 
importance of the Shira as the celebration of Israel's 
victory over the Egyptians. It is true this victory 
is the occasion of Moses’ song, but he docs not cele- 
brate a victory at the Red Sea, he does not refer to 
an histormal event which was certainly of great 
importance to the Jewish people in those bygone 
days. He refers in his song to the one permanent 
spiritual foundation of every historical event, past, 
present, and future—to that power which perpetuates 
the history of mankind. He does not celebraic 
human greatness mm his song, although human great- 
ness May sure'y be present in that historical event 
called Israel's exodus from Egypt. He celebrates 
the victory of God. God's Law embodied in human 
history is stronger than all the might of kings, con- 
querors, philosophers, and orators. By this Law 
alone, individuals and nations are led along the path 
through history. We have humbly to obey God's 
Law and our happiness consists in having this Law 
to guide us. 


HAT is the reason why the verse of the Shira 
The Lord is a mar lof (Ex. xv, 3) has a 
spiritual meaning. To nidintain that Israci, at that 
time a young nation, looked upon their God as 
leading the wars of this special people is entirely 
wrong, Only those quite alien to the spirit of the 
Bible can interpret the verse in that way. It means 
exactly what it says. There is only one condrtion 
for the right understanding. It is not Jewrsh par- 
ticularism but Jewish universalism which is efpressed 
in this verse. Moses is proclaiming God who ss God 
of all mankind. “ The Lord is a man of war ~ is 
not the expression of a primeval tribe but wisdom 
not to be exceéded in any height of civilisation. The 
wars of mankind are led by God. Mankind will 
win. Whoever wages wars, he must lose if his aim 
is against mankind. God is victor. That is What 
saves mankind, Where man forgets that he is but 
a tool in the hand of God, where he thinks himselt 
a superman, his end is the end of Pharaoh at the 
Red Sea. Moses’ song at the Red Sca is a message 
to all peoples suffering under dictatorship. Ther 
redemption will come. God will be victor. That 
is the end of every chapter in history. 


N the prophetic lesson connected with the portion 
of the Law we hear a story very familiar to us 
in these days of guerrilla warfare... A woman—her 
name is Jac!—has killed the leader of the enemy on 
his flight from the batticfield where Israc!l has won 
the victory. It is not a great event in self, The 
Bibic. however. looks upon Jacl's deed as not un- 
significant. The Bible narrates historical events. 
But it does it in its own way, History is not the 
history of heroes and supermen.. It is the history of 
men, Where a great personality appears on the 
stage of history, the Bible stresses that he is mortal 
man. Sisera, the great military leader, seemed a 
dreadful enemy to Isracl. But Deborah sand to 
israel: “ The Lord will give Sisera over into the 
hand of a woman.” (Judges iv, 9.) This story of 
Siscra’s inglorious end goes with the portion of the 
Law telling of the end of Pharaoh, 

This is what we learn from mai “ The kings 
came, they fought.” Uudges v, 19.) And they 
perished, for they fought seeking their own glory, 
And. this is the conclusion of the song of Deborah 
which is read on the same Sabbath as that when the 
song of Moses is fead: “ So perish all thine enemies, 
O Lord: but they that love Him be-as the sun when 
he goeth forth in his might.”’ Gudges v, 31.) 

Now for the fifth time during this war are. we 
celebrating Shabbat Shira. There have been days 
in this terrible war when some of our conitem- 
poraries, pondering the chances, have asked: How 
shall we win? But the Jewish people have never 
fahiered. They have uttered the promise of victory 
in their Synagogues of which there could be no 
doubt, for this victory was God's victory. And 
looking to this victory, to the triumph of God in 
every chapter of human history. we Jews have known 
that the enemy of mankind has never been able 
to win and shall never be able to win.

OBITUARY 


CAPT. VIVIAN RONALD BRANDON, B.N. 
(London), aged 6!, was in 1910, when 4 Sub-Lieut., 
arrested with Capt. Trench by the Germans at 
Borkum and sentenced to four years’ imprisonment 
in a fortress for “ making plans.” When King 
George V paid a State visit to Berlin in 1913 the 
Kaiser pardoned both officers, remitting 18 months 
of thew sentence. During the last war Capt. 
Brandon served with the Naval Intelligence Dept., 
and later with the Hydrographic Dept. of the 
Admiralty, and in 1939 he was attached to the 
ae of Shipping. Members of the Brandon 
family have furnished officers for the Royal Navy 
for over SO years. 


MR. DAVID CORALNIK (erusalem), aged 80, 
was one of the founders of the first Zionist organi- 
sation im the Kiev district of Russia. He was the 
father of the late Zionist publicist Dr. Abraham 
Coralnik and of Mr. Berl Coralnik, staff corre- 
spondent of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 


MR. SHIMON GINZBURG (New York), a 
S3, was a well-known Hebrew poct and scholar. 
He had lived for several years in Palestine. 


MRS, FLORA GUGGENHEIM (London), 
71, gave many years to communal service. er 
activities (writes the Rev. Isaac Goldston) included 
work for the Soup Kitchen, Cultural League, Women 
Zionists, JI.N.F.. and B'nai Brith. She was instru- 
mental im bringing more than 200 refugees to this 
country—often meeting them at the ports and [re- 
quently keepmg them at her own home ‘till sustable 
accommodation could be found for them. She was 
responsible for the formation of Shani Lid. (for 
marketing the handicraft of the Yemenites), and 
privaicly performed many charitable deeds. 


MR. S. N. HOPFFENBERG U 
aged 49, was a member of the Department of Min- 
ing, Engineering and Surveying at Witwatersrand 
University, and was co-author with Professor G. A. 
Watermeyer of “ Witwatersrand Mining Practice.” 


DR. THEODOR ZLOCISTI (Haifa), aged 69, 
was a veteran of the Zionist Movement in Central 
Europe. He was born near Danzig, ang joined the 
movement as a student at Berlin University, where 
he founded the Association of Jewish Students im 
i89S. He was a delegate to the First Zionist Con- 
gress in Basle in 1897. Dr. Ziocisti published two 
volumes of Jewrsh poems, edited the Jewish writings 
by Moses Hess, published a biography of Hess and 
translated into German many Yiddish works. The 
deceased was a medical practitioner in Berlin from 
1900 till 1920, when he settled in Tel-Aviv. During 
the last war he headed the Red Cross mission in 


- Turkey, From 1921 till 1924 he was a member of 


the Tel-Aviv Municipality and for a time was Acting 
Mayor of that city. 


It has now been established that among the Jews 
who perished during the liquidation of the Warsaw 
ghetto was tsaac Borensicin, a member of the 
Directorate of the American Joint Distribution 
Commitiec in Poland. He was killed by the Nazis 
last July.

ANGLO-JEWRY CAN BE SAVED 
ONLY BY JUDAISM 


The Rev. Ephraim Levine followed up his his- 

torical survey of the Anglo-Jewish Community 
(which he gave as the inaugural lecture in the series 
on “ Jewish life,’ arranged by the Committee for 
Training Jewish Social Workers) by discussing 
religion and life in the community in a second 
lecture, This was held in the Board Room of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians last Monday. 
_ Mr, Levine traced the emancipation of the Jews 
m. the 18th and 19th centuries. With the enlarge- 
ment of the facilities for Jews, he said, there began 
a movement on the part of Jews to seck high honours 
outside ther own community. As a result the com- 
munity began to suffer from the unwillingness of 
promment men to give it their time and energies. 

There had grown a tendency to making the Jew 
so completely identified with the life of the country 
that he forgot he was a Jew; and this had reacted 
most unfavourably on Jewish life. 

Part of the chaos into which the community had 
allen, asserted Mr. Levine, was due to the inability 
and unwillingness of so many Jews to recognise 
the great thing their Judaism was, Referring to the 
Association for Jewish Youth, he said he did not 
find in Jewish clubs the same desire to acquire 
Jewish knowledge and Jewish understanding as was 
found among members of similar organisations in 
other communities. He believed that the community 
would never advance unless we had once again 
within it a strong, definitely fixed Jewish point of 
view. 

The trouble, said the speaker, was that we had 
no leaders in our community to-day—no strong, 
virile leaders who could stand up and back their 
words with knowledge and facts, who could rally 
the community. We had men who shouted and tried 
to fost their views on the community, but we had 
no strong leadership which could say how Jewish 
life was to be developed in this country. — 

Only to-day when we were faced with post-wa: 
problems were we waking up to the importance of 
educating our children. Whether the Jewish com- 
munity would rise to the opportunity afforded by 
the Education Bill he did not know. If we had 
only the leadership which we had to-day he doubted 
it, We had a great many sections fighting one 
another, fiddling while Rome burned.

The refugees had from Greece in small 
boats and were int when they reached the 
Syrian coast. Protracted negotiations for their 
release and transfer to Palestine which have been 
conducted by the Jewish Agency have now met with 
success and the refugecs, are expected to arrive 


shortly. : 
A group of ninety Jewish refugees arrived im 
Palestine last week from Turkey. 


U.S.A. VISAS FOR RABBIS 


The State Department in Washington has made 
available to the American Agudat Israci 400 visas 


for Rabbis and communal leaders now in Europe. | 


In order to facilitate the granting of these visas, 
lists of names were sent to the American Legations 
at Ankara, Madrid, Lisbon, Teheran, and Stock- 
holm. The countries concerned have undertaken 
to give transit visas to any of the persons to whom 
American visas have been granted. 

Many of the persons concerned have already 
arrived in America or Palestine. 


Russia has agreed to join the Inter-Governmenta! 
Committee on Refugees, states a Washington report. 
This decision, the report added, will be announced 
shortly in London by the Inter-Governmental 
Committee. 


Exit permits have been granted by the Soviet 
authorities to 33 Polish Jewish refugees who have 
obtained Australian visas. The refugees have 
already teft for Australia. 


The Free German Movement in Great Britain 
many of whose members are Jewish refugees, 
recently handed to Mrs. D. N. Pritt, the Vice-Cnair- 
man of the Joint Committee for Soviet Ald, a 
cheque for £4,057, which they have collected for the 
Stalingrad Hospital Fund.

MERSEYSIDE CONDUCTOR 


In a recent issue of this paper our music critic 
wrote of a National Symphony Orchestra concert at 
the Albert Hall, at which the conductor was Louis 
Cohen, of Liverpool.

He has also conducted 
the Hallé Orchestra and seasons of orchestral music 
at Harrogate and Southport, as well as B.B.C: 
orchestras. Mr. Cohen ts an active member of 
the Liverpool Jewish community. He is a cousin of 
that well-known former communal worker in Liver- 

1, Sol Cohen, who for many years now has 
ived in Haifa, where he ts partner with another old 
Liverpudlian, David Simbler, m the Palestme Mer 
cantile Bank. 


TOP-CLASS MUSICIANS 


On this same subject of music, | should like to 
repeat an observation that has been offered thousands 
of times, but which still seems to have no obvious 
explanation. It is, what a remarkable number of 
top-ranking executants im that art are Jews or of 
Jewish birth. This is not simply a proud Jewish 
claim—the latest impartial evidence is provided by 
the writer of “Londoner's Diary” im the Evening 
Sranparp, who a few days ago, recording the 
expected return to London of Yehudi Menuhin, 
discoursed oo “infant prodigies’* and what becomes 
of them. His typical instances of such prodigies 
who have fulfilled the promise of their childhood 
were Menuhin, the violmist, Solomon, the pianist, 
Jascha Heifetz, violinist, and Mischa Elman, violin- 
ist: while he classes Menuhin, Heifetz, and Fritz 
Kreisier as the three top violinists in America. The 
curious thing is that they are all of Jewish blood : 
the only one not a Jew now is Kreisler, who was 
baptised as a Christian m childhood, but who was 
born of Jewish parents in Vienna.

It is not generally 
known, however, that Mr. Bonn is a nephew of 
Mrs. Henrietta Diamond, the gallant and persevering 
Chairman of the Zebulun Society, whose organisa- 
tion in Leeds is such an active source of port for 
what Chaplain Rabinowitz has described as the 
“Royal Palestinian Navy.” Mrs. Diamond and mem- 
bers of the Zebulun believe in giving British Jews, 
with their British tradition in caval macy, a 
chance of direct participation in the adventurous 
life of Palestinian sailors.

e 90 Years Of Service 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Soup Kitchen 
was heid last weck, the President, Mr. Cyril J. 
Ross, being in the chair, 

In submitting the annual report, the Chairman 


recalled that the charity was fownded in 1654, W 


years ago, and were it not for the exigencies of 
war-time, a record would have been compiled giving 
its story since ite foundation 

Despite present-day difficulties, the charity had 
continued its good work in the past year. The con’ 
modities distributed for home consumption con- 
sisted entirely of dry foods—-namely, bread (at every 
distribution) and a selection .of the following: 
potatoes, tea, coffee, cocoa, tinned fish, tinned 
and cereals in quantities varying with the size of the 
family. 

As in former years, @ special distribution hed been 
made for Passover. In addition to the Soup Kitchen 
cases, families on approved lists of the United Syna- 
gogue and other institutions had been relieved. With 
the progress of the war the sumber relreved had 
decreased. There were nevertheless a large number 
of families on the books. . Benefits were not dis- 
tributed indiscriminately, since cach case was nvesti- 

ted once in three months b

Sandwich Biscuits 
Self-raising flour, 8 oz.; 


cooking fat. 3 oz : dried 


egg powder, level tablespoonful; castor sugar, 
2 teaspoorfuls ; pinch of salt; water; jam or lemon 
curd, 


Sie ve flour; sugar, salt, and egg powder into a bow! 
and rub. in the fat, n add sufficient cold water 
to make a phable dough. Roll owt very thin and 
cut into rounds. Sprinkle balf with sugar and bake 
m a quick oven will lightly browned, about 10 
minutes. Cool on a cake tray and when cold spread 
the sugariess ones with jam or lemon curd and place 
the others on top. : 

N.B.—When dates are available again you can 
make date wheels with the same biscuit mixture. Roll 
the paste very thinly into an oblong shape, spread 
with a thin layer of the date mixture, roll up tightly 
and cut into slices 4 inch thick.

Flour, 8 oz. : cooking fat, 14 oz. ; margarine, 2 ; 
sugar, 3-4 oz.; | reconstituted egg ; favouring 
us fat into flour, add sugar and reconstituted 
and a few drops almond or lemon casence. 
Racad to a pliable dough, roll out very thin, cut 
into rounds or fingers and bake in a quick oven 
until lightly tinted. 


For a change, a little cinnamon or ginger can be 
added to the r. in which case omit the almond or 
lemon essence. If more convenient, instead of rol- 


ing out and cutting into biscuits, press the dough 
evenly in a thin layer in a greased baking tin and 
bake in a moderate oven for about 4 hour. Remove 
from the oven, leave for a minute to set, then cut 
into squares or fingers and cool on a cake tray.

A limited number 
of State Scholarships, not exceeding 360, tcnabic 
at Universitics, is awarded annually by the Board 
to pupils in secondary schools who are nominated 
by the Examining Bodies who conduct approved 
Second Examinations. 

To be eligible a candidate must be a British sub- 
ject, pass a Second Examination, and be duly nomi- 
nated, have been in full-time attendance at a 
secondary school for not less than two years (with 
exceptions in special circumstances), and be under 
19 if a boy, or 20 if a girt, on July 31 in the year 
of the examination 

The “ Second Exams.” referred to are the Higher 
School Certificate or the Higher Certificate Exams.

Manners 
Making Men 


Bad conduct, like rationing and 
black-out ... awar inconvenience 


RE the children of to-day worse mannered than 
were their predecessors before the war, and is 
there a serious falling-off in good behaviour 

among the boys and girls of dur time? Super- 
ficially, it must be agreed that the school children 
one meets to-day have, in the main, no claim what- 
soever to possess the standards of good behaviour 
that once were laid down for the young. They are 
noisy and often extremely inconsiderate in public, 
while the experience of many men and women in 
authority is that their conduct in a considerable 
number of cases is lawless and uncontrollable. 

But before we condemn the youth of our time 
and make any sweeping assertions of deterioration 
in good manners, it is necessary to examine the whole 

uestion in relation both to children and grown-ups. 

ood manners are the outward signs above all of 
good intentions. The child or the adult who behaves 
really well does so because he is imbued with the 
desire to co-operate with his fellow-mef, and is 
disinclined to act in a way that. will annoy or 
inconvenience other people. Children as they grow 
older pass from a state of unalloyed cgoism into 
varying degrees of social co-operation. In so far 
as they achieve this change-over harmoniously they 
will automatically develop the kind of good manners 
required in any Situation in which they find them- 

selves. And this elasticity of behaviour ts vitally 
important in the acquisition of really zood manners, 
since fashions in behaviour, like fashions in clothes 
and food, vary in different countries and in different 
times. 

In present conditions, it may, for instance, cause 
some embarrassment to a woman in a crowded train 
or bus to be affered the seat of a man who ts 
extremely tired after a day's hard war work. Once 
the equality of men and women as workers is 
accorded, it must follow that all have an equa! right 
to a seat in a bus. So it's no use finding fault with 
the boys and girls who sit tight in the buses and 
trains m fush hours. 

Another reason for their not giving up their seats 
may be that modern children are carly taught the 

value of money, which.in former times it was thought 
more genteel to exclude from their education € 
child who has accurately and carefully worked out 
his fare money, and perhaps even walked part of the 
way home in order to supplement his private 
resources, rationally considers that the seat for which 
he has paid*should be his. 


Consideration for the Unit 


There remains, of course, the desirable considera- 
tion which both children and grown- UPS should have 
for elderly people or people obviously unfit to strap- 
hang with ease. Here the principle Of reasoned 
co-operation must inspire the action of the child. If 
he has been taught sympathetic observation of other 
people's troubles—and it ‘is only possible to teach 
this very moderately, and in homeopathic doses, 
and then only by example—he will spontaneously 
make the gesture. 

That children in these days tend towards lawless- 
ness is after all not surprising. ‘The entire adult 
world is engaged on a process of destruction with 
whose details they are only too painfully and con- 
stantly famulias . 
been im many cases either interrupted or so badly 
interféred with as to constitute almost a dead stop. 
Families are broken up, and the principal source 
of discipline in most is far removed froth the scene 
of the child's life. 

It would seem Almost impossible in war conditions 


to preach good behaviour to children otherwise — 


than with one’s tongue in one’s check. We all know 
that through the horror and beastliness of war there 
shine the great and beautiful ideals for which we are 
fighting. But these ideals are quite beyond the com- 
prehension of any young child, as they appear to be 
beyond that of many an adult. As children approach 
adolescence, it is possible to teach them our,amms 
in the war and to attempt to replace in their minds 
by such considerations as the Four Freedoms the 
absorbing minutiae of bomb-destruction and shell- 
power, 

The current manifestation of bad manners in 
children, like rationing and the black-out, must 
therefore be endured as a war inconvenience. When 
it becomes so irritating to adults as to occasion dis- 
comfort or displeasure, it might be dealt with in a 
spirit of self<iefence by spontaneous castigation. 
But it’s no use trying to rationalise that line of con- 
duct. We must be content, after we have lost our 
tempers and become duly exasperated, to admit that 
we haven't a leg to stand on, and that the vociferous 
and sulky comments of our victims leave us no 
alternative but to admit that they are right and we 
“are wrong, and that, supposing them to be very 
magnanimous, we can only hope that they will accept 
our apologies , and shake on it!

JEWS AND THE ARTS 


A symposium on “ Jews and the Arts" was 
recently held at the Anglo-Palestinian Club, Great 
Windmill Street. Mrs. Robert Solomon presided. 

Mr. Louis Golding said that if it was at all 
possible to specify a Jewish art it would be in the 
direction rather of its intensity than of any s ecific 
Jewish characteristic. He felt that there clearly was 
in Bible days a common method of verbal expres- 
sion which was enshrined in the ercatest verbal 
masterpiece of all time, the Bible itself. There must 
have been a recognisable Jewish tradition in the 
corollary arts of architecture, music, and so on, 
and it seemed to him that, looking at it objectively, 
was jmpossible to foresee a Jewish art unified 
by a profound tradition, excepting against the back- 
ground of the Promised Land. 

Mr. Frank Emanuel said that he had come to the 
conclusion that Jews had made valuable contribu- 
tions to all the arts. more especially in music, but 
that their Jewish origin had not made their pictorial 
or sculptural or architectural work distinguishable 
from.that produced by contemporary members of 
other races or religions. They had had admirable 
artists who had painted Jewish types, Jewish cere- 
monies, and Jewish suffering and misery, just as 
Roman Catholics had produced endless pictures in 
connection with their religion and its followers, But 
in either case the art employed has been that current 
in the country in which they were executed. 

There was almost certainly distinctive Jewish art- 
craft at the time of the building of the Temple, 
and he thought that where they would discover 
specific Jewish art of later times, if it existed, would 
be in articles used in their Synagogues, Even there, 
he felt that. such distinctiveness would be large! 
due to the use of the Hebrew characters, whic 
lent themselves so delightfully to decorative art. 

The Rev. H. Mayerowitsch spoke about Jewish 
contributions to music. The last word in music, he 
said, had not been spoken; he thought it would 
come from Palestine, but at present in Palestine they 
did not foster Jewish music. 

Mr. Jacob Gilboa spoke of Jewish contributions 
to the theatre and drama, and said that Jews had 
also created so far as decorative art was concerned, 
something which was stil] of Jewish value. In sup- 
port of this, he drew attention to the decoration of 
mezuzot, etc., to be found in certain Jewish 
museums.
